FROM THE 
PASTOR'S DESK 

In lieu of the 30-Hour Famine this year, 
OLBH youth are raising money (our goal is 
$2,180) to give a barnyard's worth of animals 
to a family/families in an impoverished 
nation. Like the 30-Hour Famine, the World 
Vision organization sponsors this project. 

The first part of our fundraising will be during 
Lent when we as Catholics are called to 
prayer, fasting, and almsgiving. "The 
preaching of church fathers is clear that 
whatever savings is realized through one's 
fasting belongs to the poor.” Gregory the 
Great preached, “The one who does not give 
to the poor what he has saved but keeps it for 
later to satisfy his own appetite, does not fast 
for God.” (Fasting: A Fresh Look, by Thomas 
Ryan, March 6, 2006 America Vol. 194 No. 8, 
Whole No. 4724.) Seriously, what are we 
doing with the money we save from not 
drinking pop or coffee, or not buying the early 
morning mocha latte or cappuccino before 



work/school? Are we simply leaving it in our 
own pockets only to reward ourselves after 
Easter by another purchase? Is that what is 
intended by almsgiving? Why not link your 
personal fast to almsgiving and give your 
savings to this worthwhile project! Doing so 
will help our youth achieve their goal and 
make a lasting change for children and 
families impacted by poverty elsewhere. 
Colorful displays and collection containers 
can be found in the basement and narthex at 
OLBH. Our youth are also encouraged to 
turn over whatever savings they realize, or to 
pledge an hour or so of pay from their jobs 
each week to support this project. An 
offertory will be available for that purpose 
during the Wednesday evening youth prayer 
service and Sunday morning music classes. 

The second of our two-part effort will be 
similar to the pink flamingo fundraiser and 
will take place after Easter. A barnyard of 
animals will be delivered to parishioners' 
front yards and a request made to the 
homeowner for a donation before the animals 
are removed. Just think, you may look out 
your living room window one spring morning 
and find a cow, goat, chicken, horse, sheep, 
etc., in your front yard!
